NOTICE. 

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  1356,  approved  the  7th  day  of 
August,  1945,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make 
the  following  regulations,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “Animals  Act,”  chapter  10 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936.”:— 

Regulations  respecting  Bull-control 
Areas. 

Interpretation. 

1.  These  regulations  shall  apply  to  every 
“  bull-control  area  ”  constituted  under  the 
“Animals  Act  ”  and  amendments  thereto. 

2.  The  words  and  expressions  used  in  these 
regulations  shall  have  the  meaning  assigned 
to  them  in  the  Act;  and  in  addition:— 

“Act  ”  means  the  “Animals  Act,”  being 
chapter  10  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,”  as  amended  by 
chapter  3  of  the  Statutes  of  1941-42 
and  chapter  2  of  the  Statutes  of  1943: 

“  Member  ”  means  a  member  of  the  Bull- 
control  Committee  of  a  “  bull-control 
area  ” : 

“  Vacancy,”  with  reference  to  the  member¬ 
ship  of  a  Committee,  includes  any 
vacancy  about  to  occur  by  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  term  of  any  member. 

3.  A  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members.  Two  of  the  members  shall  be  per¬ 
sons  nominated  by  the  owners  of  the  land  in 
the  bull-control  area,  and  one  a  person  nomi¬ 
nated  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture. 

4.  The  first  members,  other  than  the  nominee 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  shall  hold  office 
as  follows:  One  for  the  term  ending  with  the 
first  annual  meeting  next  following  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  the  bull-control  area;  one  for  the 
term  ending  with  the  second  annual  meeting- 
next  following  the  constitution  of  the  bull- 
control  area. 

The  candidate  for  membership  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  hold  office  for  the  longest  term;  the  can¬ 
didate  receiving  the  second  greatest  number  of 
votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  shorter  term. 


5.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture  or  Commit¬ 
tee  may  at  any  time  order  the  holding  of  a 
special  general  meeting  for  any  purpose. 

6.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  revise 
from  time  to  time  a  “  Register  of  Owners,”  in 
which  shall  be  kept  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  owners  of  land  in  the  bull-control  area. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  of  any  general  meeting- 
after  the  first  general  meeting  unless  his  name 
is  entered  in  the  Register  of  Owners  as  an 
owner,  or  unless  he  satisfies  the  chairman  of 
the  general  meeting  that  he  is  duly  qualified 
to  have  his  name  so  entered. 

8.  The  Committee  may  meet  together  for  the 
dispatch  of  business,  adjourn,  and  otherwise 
regulate  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit.  Two 
members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  from 
among  their  members  a  Chairman  and  Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer,  who  shall  carry  out  the  ordi¬ 
nary  duties  of  such  offices.  Questions  arising 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes  the  Chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote.  Any  member  of  the 
Committee  may,  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
on  the  requisition  of  a  member  shall,  at  any 
time,  summon  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 
Any  order  or  determination  signed  by  all 
members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  valid  and 
effective,  whether  signed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  or  otherwise. 

9.  In  the  event  of  any  casual  vacancy  in  the 
membership  of  the  Committee  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  the 
Committee  until  the  vacancy  is  filled.  If  any 
member  of  the  Committee  is  absent  from  the 
Province  for  three  months  or  fails  to  attend  to 
his  duties  for  a  like  period,  the  other  members 
of  the  Committee  may  declare  his  office  vacant. 
Any  member  of  the  Committee  shall  cease  to 
hold  office  if  he  is  convicted  of  any  offence 
under  the  Act  or  regulations,  or  if  by  notice  in 
writing-  to  the  Committee  he  resigns  his  office, 
or  if  his  office  is  declared  vacant  in  accordance 
with  this  clause.  If  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
membership  of  the  Committee  by  reason  of 
death  or  through  any  member  ceasing  to  hold 
office  as  aforesaid,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Committee,  if  constituting  a  quorum  may, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  person  so 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold  office 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  whose 
office  he  fills. 

10.  The  Committee  shall  deal  with  com¬ 
plaints  from  owners  or  occupants  of  land 
within  the  bull-control  area  relative  to  the 
question  of  bulls  within  their  authority  as  pro¬ 
vided  under  the  Act. 

11.  Except  as  provided  in  Regulations  4  and 
9,  every  member  shall  hold  office  from  the  time 
of  his  appointment  until  the  second  annual 
meeting  next  following. 

12.  The  Committee  of  the  bull-control  area 
shall,  in  the  month  of  December  next  following 
the  constitution  of  the  bull-control  area  and  in 
the  month  of  December  in  each  year  there¬ 
after,  call  a  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  in 
the  bull-control  area  for  the  purpose  of  elect¬ 
ing  a  member  or  members  of  the  Committee  to 
fill  any  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the 
Committee  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  be  necessary. 

13.  Ten  days’  notice  of  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  every  general  meeting  shall  be  given 
to  every  resident  owner  of  land  in  the  bull- 
control  area.  The  notice  may  be  given  by 
sending  it  by  mail  to  every  resident  owner  at 
his .  last-known  address,  in  which  case  the 
notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  on  the  day 
following  mailing,  or  may  be  given  by  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  notice  in  one  issue  of  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  Province  and  circulating 
within  the  area. 
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14.  The  owners  present  at  any  general  meet¬ 
ing'  at  the  time  stated  in  the  notice  shall  choose 
a  Chairman  for  the  meeting,  who  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order  and,  if  vacancies  on  the 
Committee  require  to  be  filled,  shall  call  for 
nominations  of  candidates  for  membership  on 
the  Committee. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  as  a  can¬ 
didate  if  he  refuses  to  accept  the  nomination. 

16.  If  at  the  first  election  no  more  candi¬ 
dates  are  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies 
to  fill,  the  persons  nominated  shall  be  deemed 
elected  as  members. 

17.  If  more  candidates  are  nominated  than 
are  required  to  fill  the  vacancies,  the  Chairman 
shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of 
owners  present,  declare  when  nominations  are 
closed  and  shall  then  proceed  to  take  the  votes 
of  the  owners  as  to  the  candidates  to  be  elected. 

18.  In  the  event  of  a  tied  vote,  the  Chairman 
shall  call  for  another  vote  on  the  candidates 
who  are  tied,  and  if  a  second  tie  occurs  the 
Chairman  shall  have  a  casting-vote. 

19.  In  the  event  of  any  delay  or  irregularity 
occurring  in  the  conduct  of  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  or  of  any  doubt  arising  as  to  the  validity 
of  any  election  of  any  member  or  members  of 
the  Committee,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  decision  and 
his  decision  shall  be  final. 

20.  Any  irregularity  observed  in  regard  to 
the  running  of  bulls  within  the  bull-control 
area  shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
owners  so  that  they  may  correct  such  irregu¬ 
larity. 

21.  The  Committee  must  review  all  bulls 
before  December  31st  each  year  and  advise 
owners  by  registered  letter  with  respect  to 
what  bulls  must  be  removed  and  what  addi¬ 
tional  bulls  must  be  secured  for  turning  out 
the  following  year  within  the  bull-control  area. 

22.  Only  pure-bred  bulls  of  the  recognized 
beef  breeds  shall  be  turned  out  on  the  range. 
The  ratio  shall  be  as  stated  in  the  “Animals 
Act  ” ;  namely,  one  bull  for  twenty  head  of 
breeding  females;  and  all  cattle-owners  turn¬ 
ing  breeding  females  on  the  range  are  required 
to  provide  bull  service  for  any  breeding  females 
turned  out. 

23.  All  bulls  must  be  kept  off  the  range 
except  during  the  period  stated  in  the  Order 
in  Council  constituting  the  bull  district. 

24.  Owners  of  bulls  must  satisfy  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  bulls  turned  out  by  them  are  suf¬ 
ficiently  young  and  active  to  give  the  required 
service  and  that  they  are  of  sufficient  age  to 
provide  suitable  service. 

25.  Bulls  which  have  been  injured  or  other¬ 
wise  incapacitated  must  be  replaced  with  suit¬ 
able  bulls. 

26.  No  bull  will  be  permitted  to  run  on  the 
range  when  his  own  female  progeny  are  being 
turned  on  the  range  and  may  be  exposed  to  his 
service. 

27.  No  closely  related  bulls  will  be  permitted 
to  run  on  the  range. 

28.  All  cattle-owners  are  required  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Committee  by  furnishing  all 
necessary  information,  such  as  an  accurate 
account  of  all  breeding  females  and  the  full 
history  of  their  herd  sires. 

29.  Cattle-owners  must  promptly  present 
their  bulls  and  breeding  cattle  for  examination 
by  the  Committee. 

30.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  promptly 
transmit  to  the  Live  Stock  Commissioner  a 
certified  copy  of  the  minutes  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Committee  and  also  a  certified  copy  of 
every  order  or  determination  made  by  the 
Committee,  and  also  a  certified  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  every  general  meeting.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
pi'esented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Biil  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 


102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills :  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
-hall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com- 
nanies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned. 

All  cheques  in  payment  of  fees  must  be 
certified.
